TRAVEL LOCATIONS 

Scattered around the friendly waters of the Mediterranean lie hundreds of 
potential Extravirgin locations. This South European area is one of the 
world's most visited places. Millions of tourists worldwide flock to Spain, 
France, Italy, Croatia, Montenegro, Greece, Cyprus and Turkey in search 
of sea and sunshine but also excellent food, sightseeing and discovering 
the rich heritage of different cultures that have all made an important mark 
in European history, contributing to the social and cultural evolution of this 
vast region, since ancient Greek and Roman times. 

The travel locations selected should reflect the following characteristics: 

• Have historical meaning and cultural value best describing 
Mediterranean history, culture and population. 

• Be close or in nature best describing Mediterranean ecosystem 

• Be the home to gastronomical recipes that best describe the huge 
variety and selection of Mediterranean cuisine. 

• Contain visual surprises, and yet to be released information about 
Mediterrenean locations. 

• Brim with interesting characters to best describe the rich diverse of 
the Mediterrenean people. 

Travel locations suggested are: Sicily, Apulia & Calabria, Umbria, Tuscany 
& Abruzzi, 5 Terre, Cote dAzur, Costa Brava, Costa del Sol, Balearic 
Islands, Sardinia, Corsica, Malta & Gozo, Croatia & Montenegro, Greece 
and Crete, South Turkey & Cyprus.

LOCAL GUIDES 

Our viewers are guided by a person right from the travel location selected, 
someone who is completely authentic. 

A friendly, charming man or woman who is born there, closely attached to 
the land, understanding of all customs and able to interpret them in a 
captivating way for the audience. Someone who can move around with 
ease, who is well-received and seen by the locals as one of them. 
Someone with profound local knowledge, who is willing to lead the viewer 
on and off the well beaten travel patch be the catalyst of a real authentic 
local adventure. 

Chosen via a web campaign, aspirant local guides are asked to upload a 
video audition via production website and social websites campaign. Their 
performance is evaluated by the producers, who will make the final choice 
based on participants performance and likeability factor. 



CONTENT INFORMATION 

The aim of EXTRAVIRGIN is to provide the viewer with an authentic travel 
experience, meeting local people, visiting local places and immersing 
oneself in the local culture. 

Content is focused on local discovery. Natural landscapes, historical 
landmarks, local food recipe preparations, cultural events, local businesses 
and nightlife. Each episode will also reveal new information on unknown or 
little known elements from each of the ones listed above. Production will 
avail itself of the local know-how of the guides and specific research to find 
new information on elements listed above. 

Secluded natural locations, local restaurant & shops, smart "green" 
businesses, secret historical landmarks, undiscovered local cultural 
events All provide new content information material, EXTRAVIRGIN wants 
to explore. 



NARRATIVE 

EXTRAVIRGIN is an exciting show seen from a first person POV. Narration 
is carried by the local guide naturally interacting with the local characters 
and with pieces to camera designed to keep the viewer close to the action. 
Local guides interview material will also be used to further sustain 
narration where needed.
